At the time of our visit it was a most 
attractive and apparently pure body 
oi water. The percentage of sandy 
or gravelly shores is much greater 
than I anticipated 

“It is just such a body of water that 
might easily cause its sponsors hoa 
estly to unre its adoption upon the 
city. But it would be folly and in 
myopinion, improper to commit tle 
city to its adoption until data eon- 
cerning it covering a series of years 


POTTER SUBMITS 
HIS FIRST REPORT 


Says Big Expenditure May be Saved 
on Sewerage—River Water is 
Satisfactory. 


Alexander Potter, of New York, the 
water and sewer expert of New York, 
who has been engaged by the ei’y to 
report on the sewerage and water im- 
provements for the city of Edmonton, 
has submitted to the commissioners 
a preliminary report after a personal 
examination which he has made ex- 
tending over the past two weeks. 

Tn connection with the sewerage and 
drainage the city engineer, Mr. La- 
tournell had asked him to give his 
attention to two things priteipally :— 

First—To pass upon the plans ci 
work contc.nplated for immediate con- 
struction. 

Second—-To project a general scheme 
of sewerage and drainage as well as 
sewage disposal for the whole city 
which eculd be carried out from year 
to year as the demands of the city 
warrant. 

The Water Supply. 

With reference to the water suppy 
the commissioners had asked him to 
make a gencral examinatiom of the 
water situation in the following man- 
ner :— 

fFirst—To- plan such additions and 
improvements to the present water 
plant that will be sufficient to meet 
all requirements of the city during 
such a period as in his judgment is 
necessary to examine into, plan and 
carry into exeeutiog a permanent wat- 
er supply for the city. 

Second—To examine generally into 
the available sources of water supply 
for Edmonton so that iu the event of 
the necessity arising. of ultimately 
abandoning the present site, directions 
can be ‘given to the city engineer to 
collect daia upon which to plan ior 
a new system, 

Mr. Potter takes these questions 
up one after another and handles them 
fully with the data that he has before 
him, 

Big Expenditure Unnecessary. 

Dealing with the work contemplated 
by the engineer for immediate con- 
struction the expert says :— 

“Conditions affecting sewage dis- 
posal have so changed since your en- 
gineer made his recommendation on 
the strength of which the city author- 
ized the expenditure of $200,000 for a 
long outlet sewer and $5,000 for land 
for sewage disposal works, that the 
construetion of this sewer is, in my 
opinion, unnecessary, In its place, 
hewever, You must construct a sewer 
leading directly from the present ter- 
minal of the Rat Creek sewer to the 
river, 

“In my opinion there is uvailable 
sufficient land near the mouth of the 
proposed new outlet for the disposal 
of the sewage of practically the entire 
eity in a manner that will make the 
effluent comply with the Provincial 
Health act. If the experimental plant 
to be built at Strathcona, meets with 
the expectation of its designer, R. B. 
Owens, provincial sanitany engineer, 
even a high standard of excellence 
wil! ‘be obtained at a moderate cost.

WHERE THE COAL |S. 

How many residents of Alberta 
know where the province's supplies of 
coal are located? Most people are 
aware that there is quite a lot. of 
coal in Alberta, and if asked where 
it is, will generally teply that Je age 
is a good deal in the neighborhood of 
Fdmonton; but that the principal de- 
posits are in the southern part of the 
province. 

The latest estimate of the Depart- 
ment of Mines of Canada places the 
total coal area of ‘Alberta at 16,588 
square miles, of which 10,800 square 
miles, or about two- thirds of the to- 
tal, are credited to the Edmonton 
formation. The estimated coal con- 
tent of the Edmonton formation is 
placed at 60,900 millions of tons, the 
total for the province being given as | 
89,390 fillions. Edmonton is there- 
fore, easily the centre of the largest 
coal fields, not only in Alberta, but 
in Canada. 

This abundance of cheap coal, with 
the ample transportation facilities al- 
ready provided’ with more in pros- 
pect, is what gives Edmonton assur- 
ance of becoming the chief industrial 
centre of the prairie provinces. 


SOMETHING ABOUT EDMONTON. 

A new booklet entitled ‘Something 
about Edmonton” has been issued oy 
the board of trade. It contains forty 

fone pages of reading matter 
and fllustrations and an excellent pen 
map of the provinee showing the lo- 
cation of Edmonton as its railway cen- 
ere. The cover is neatly designed and 
executed in three colors. The articles 
on Edmonton and the surrounding 
country which is set forth as Canada’s 
richest mixed farming district, . are 
concisely and convincingly written. 
Facts sch as are first sought by the 
intending settler or investor are set 
ae clearly, with no extravagance of 
language. 

A special chapter deals with the 
Peace River country, the last west of 
which Edmonton is the gateway. An 
extract will show the practical way 
in which this subject is treated.

was brought to a close today, marks @ 
situation in relation to the position of 
the government that is as satisfactory 
as it is unique; that this government 
at the end of the fourteenth Session 
of the national legislature finds itself 
in a stronger position before the coun. 
try than it has ever been, even at the 
time of taking office 

Under the system of responsible gov- 
ernment as it prevails in Great Brit- 
ain and her colonies the life of a gov- 
ernment, generally speaking, is short, 
for the reason that unfavorable pub- 
lic opinion on any question finds al- 
most immediate expression in the de- 
feat of the government. 

In Great Britain it is seldom that 
any government lasts more than two 
parliaments. In Canada, since con- 
tederation, there is generally a longer 
term of office, notably in the case of 
the last period of Conservative ad- 
ministration, which ran for eighteen 
years, the greater part of that time 
under the leadership of Sir John 
MacDonald; and the Jast Liberal gov- 
ernment of Ontario, which lasted 
nearly thirty years, chiefly under the 
premiership of Sir Oliver Mowat, 

With the exceptions noted, the pre- 
sent Liberal government at the end 
ot its fourteenth session of parliament 
holds the record, but the length of 
its term is not so remarkable as is 
the absolutely commanding position 
in which the government finds itself 
after having been endorsed by the 
people at four general elections. 

The close of this session shows the | 
government with a majority of fifty- 
one on an actual party vote in a 
heuse having 215 members and with 
its policy clearly defined and its fol- | 
lowing both in the house and in the 
country, absolutely united. 

li the strength of a government is 
measured by the weakness of its op- 
position, neither the administration of 
Sir John MacDonald nor that of Sir 
Oliver Mowat was ever in the absolute- 
ly commanding position which the 
Laurier government now occupies, 

The numbers of the opposition party 
in the present house is not an indica- 
tion of the actual strength of the op- 
position, owing to disunion among its 
various sections, factions and would- 
be leaders and lieutenants. Indeed, 
the only danger in which the govern- 
ment stands at the present time arises 
from this very weakness of the op- 
position. 

In individual life prosperity, through 
the over confidence it is likely to pro- 
mote, more often leads to disastrous 
consequences than does adversity. 
The same may be said to be true of} 
a government; too great strength not; 
infrequently is its most dangerous 
weakness. Happily for Canada, no 
such tendency has been manifested 
by the Laurier government, 

The record of the session just clos- 
ed indicates that as an effective check ; 
on either legislation or administration, | 
the party of the opposition has no 
valid excuse for existence. On the 
most important measure dealt with 
during the session, the naval ques- | 
tion, the opposition was hopelessly | 
divided, as was shown by the votes 
on numerous amendments proposed, | 
It was found to be impossible to unite 
on but one thing, that was on opposi- 
tion to the government. 

The naval policy of the government 
is of such far-reaching importance 
and involves so many possibilities that 
it must have offered at least fighting | 
ground for an aggressive and high | 
principled Opposition, but the result 
of the debate seemed to indicate that 
both high principle and aggressiveness | 
in its support were confined to the 
government side of the House. 

And after all, it is fortunate for Can- 
ada and for the empire as well, that} 
on such a question the government’# 
policy met with such united approval | 
on the ene side without effective dis- | 
approval from the other. 

Aside from the naval question, the 
great outstanding work of the Liberal 
goverpment is the National Trans- | 
continental Railway. This  stupen- 
dous undertaking is now in ite heav- 
iest stage, being rather more than} 
half completed. The expenditure | 
runs into many millions of dollars a} 
year, whieh ordinarily might be ex. 
pected, on the one hand, to burden | 
the revenue of the country, and, on | 
the other, to give room for ¢riticism 
of the manner of expenditure of such 
enormous amounts of money, 

Although that expenditure has been | 
going on for five years and has been 


closely watched by the Opposition, 
the result of two investigations has | 
been to absolutely establish that it 


ie possible for the Laurier government | 
to carry on a gigantic public work un- 
der most difficult conditions, succesé- 
fully and honestly, while the rapid in- 
crease of the wealth and prosperity of 
the country enables the burden to be | 
carried so lightly that it is not felt 
by the people. 

Sound principles, efficient adminis- 
tration and abounding national | suc- 
ceas constitute the record of the 
Liberal party in office under the lea- 
dership of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, as the 
fourteenth year of its rule draws to a

THE MILK QUESTION. 
Editor Bulletin. | 
Sir,—The Edmonton District Milk 
Producers’ Association would like, 
through your columns, to make a| 


statement to the publie regarding the 
“poisoned milk’ article, as publish- 
ed in a local paper on May 5th, 

At a meeting held on Saturday last, 
Dr, Barry Smith was present and dis- 
eussed the question of the recent in- 
vestigation of the milk supply for the 
City of Edmonton in iall. He also 


handed us a copy of the reecommenda- 
tions of the M Sosociation  re- 
garding the milk supp.y. He further 
declared that .ie buik of the article 
referred to was utter.y talse and mis- 


leading. The said article stated that 
a Sweeping condemnation was made of 
nearly al) the dairies, where the com- 
mittee only visited eight dairies, and 
found that only a few of these were 
in a dirty condition. We understand 
that their report was: Two good, two 
fair, one bad. 

There are over forty dairies supply- 
ing milk to the city, and there seems 
to be nothing to show and nothing to 


indicate that this_milk is not handled 
according to the requirements of the 
city by-law, wich is very strict, and, | 
according to the veterinary inspector’s 
monthly report, is being complied 
with 

We would ask, how could this com- 
mitieve, which only visited less than | 
one-sixth of the dairies, make such a | 
“sweeping condemnation.” The state- | 
ment that people afflicted with tuber- 
culosis- are employed in and about 


the dairies has later been retracted by 
the paper publishing the story, at the 
instance of Dr, Smith. According to 
the article, the death of 21 infants 
was caused by diseases traceable | 
directly to the milk supplied by the 
city dairies. It was stated by the 
coroner that while these deaths were 
caused by the milk supply, it was 
mor than likely that.the majority of 
the cases were due to the use of milk 
from the privateowned town cow, | 
which is left without regulation, and 
the milk gold without inspection. He 
also said that the idea that the milk 
from one cow only was the best for a 
baby was a fallacy. There are at 
present upwards of 500 private cows 
in the eity, the milk from which ia 
being used and sold. From the 
licensed dairies there are less than 
600 cows’ milk sold for private use. 
Hence it seems the-greater danger is 
from the private cow. As to typhoid 
being causéd by the city dairies, this 
statement was as misleading as any of 
the others, when it was stated that six 
cuses proved fatal, It was six cases, 
one of whieh proved fatal, .All of 
these eases were caused by milk from 
town cows, instead of from the city 
duiries. We might continue down 
through every statement made and 
show them to be overdrawn and mis- 
leading. 

lt was in no uncertain terms that 
the dairymen expressed their indigna- 
tion at the ridiculous and grossly mis- 
leading statements and insinuations 
included in the article, especially in 
the headline ‘Certified milk to replace 
Vormaldehide,” as this statement was 
As far as the 
dairymen know, no preservatives of 
any kind have ever been used in any 
of the milk sold in Edmonton. No
